Just a few quick thoughts from me this issue, 
mainly because this issue is jam packed with 
good stuff for all you thrashers and headbangers 
and I've had a tension headache for about 3 
weeks now that makes staring at the computer 
screen totally unbearable.

When I was finally able 
to stand upright I went in for a doctor visit and 
he had asked me if I had a cold when I went in 
for my knife cut.

1QUEER AS FUCK! 

"...with introduction of the new, is the danger of 
forgetting the past." 

By an unidentified mahu in Hawaii 2004 

Recently I've been thinking about history, not 
so much text book stuff more like in regards to 
queer history. What queer history ya might ask, 
my reply is "exactly". Queer history is so grossly 
under-represented and undocumented that one 
might not even think of how to begin the journey 
of looking for it. Of course with the invent of the 
internet we have a wealth of information at our 



fingertips, literally. However some important 
histories are those which have been passed on 
orally (how queer is that!) from generation to 
generation by tribes or indigenous peoples. Also 
throughout the queer community has oral history 
been passed down the generations. 

The following is not in any way a full scale 
definitive representation of all queer history just 
some things I found thru conversations, books 
and the internet that I thought were of interest, 

I would most definitely like to further study this 
with more detail and maybe write a longer piece 
when time permits. For now, here goes: 

Human artifacts and works of art carbon dated to 
12,000 B.C., near the upper end of the Paleolithic 
era, have been found that suggest an apprecia- 
tion and social acceptance of homo eroticism. 
These include cave paintings as well as hundreds 
of phallic batons. Some such batons are graphi- 
cally carved double ended dildos found in Gorge 
d'Enfer (France). These double headed batons 
seem to have been made for two women to use 
together. FUN! 

An unearthed tomb in Egypt dated to 2600 B.C., 
during the fifth dynasty; houses two men that 
worked togethera s manicurists and hairdressers 
for King Nivserre. Within the tomb isa a stone 
carving of the two men embracing, a rare pose by 
Egyptian art standards. 

Greece 600 B.C., on the Island of Lesbos the 
head of a thiasos; community of women and girls 
that study music, poetry, dance and other arts 
compses the most highly regarded love poetry of 
the ancient world. Her name was Sappho and her 
poems about feelings shared between females. 

In A.D. 1073, Pope Gregory VII orders Sappho's 
poems, the worlds oldest poetry at that time to 
be burned in public bonfires throughout Rome 
and Constantinople. 

In ancient Rome A.D. 130, there was an emperor 
named Hadrion, he was from Spain. Hadrion grew 
up in Andalucia but went to university in Greece. 
There he fell in love with Greek culture and 
did the Symposium circuit (read Symposium by 
Plato for further explanation), he was also very 
wealthy. When he matured into an adult- He took 
on a mentoree by the name of Antinous, so with 
Hadrion as mentor and Antinous as student they 
began their relationship; One of education, art 
and great love for one another. Years passed and 
their mentor, mentoree relationship was seen 
to be long over by societies standards. However 
their relations were more than just the standard 
(of that time/place) mentoring, they had become 


lovers, actually life partners. They were open 
with their affections and it was common knowl- 
edge that they were a couple. Upon Antinous' 
death, Hadrion had built acity and many temples 
in honor of Atninous . A great shrine was erected 
, the shrine of Antonopoulos. Hedron grieved for 
his lost lover so much that he made Antinous a 
god, thee last god of Romans. Annual memorial 
games were held in Antinous honor for the next 
200 years. 

Mahu: creative, healer, lover, 2 spirit person 
2 spirit person; one who identifies as neither sex, 
one who identifies as the opposite sex, one who 
embodies the best aspects of both sexes, healer, 
lover of all 

Mahu currently is a term used in Hawaii for 
transgender individuals. It is a very old term 
that can be traced back to Hawaii's oldest tales 
that have been handed down from generation 
to generation of Kanaka Maoli (native Hawaiian) 
on how the islands came to be. There are even 
songs that recall the stories of important mahus' 
throughout Hawaii's rich history. The original 
term mahu meant more than just physical resem- 
blance or dressing like the opposite sex, it also 
meant having a 2 person spirit; a woman or man 
who spiritually identified as the opposite sex or 
both sexes. This was a well respeceted person 
within island culture and community. There was 
no shame or repulsion attached to the term. 

With the introduction of colonization came 
western exclusion. Imposing of what the norm 
should be and promoting binary categories for 
everybody to fit nicely into. As we all know today- 
one size does not fit all. In fact Hawaiian's had 
no such thing as marriage before the X-ians 
came and forced their belief system and religion 
on the natives. Colonization misrepresented 
and perverted the identity of mahu. From fear 
of oppression or repression the mahu was not 
as visible in society as they once were, going 
underground and being forced into the closet, 
mahu were not held in as high regard as they'd 
once been; the word was all but forgotten about. 
Its replacement was the word homosexuality (a 
medical term for a medical condition); of course 
there are always those that keep oral history 
alive so mahu is still in use today by old school 
natives. Gender programming has been a tool 
used to repress women and men; basically male 
dominated religious oversight that influenced 
social sanctions thus controlling human sexual 
expression. The old school thought of; pink is for 
girls and blue for boys, women need to know how 
to cook, sew and stay at home- while men are 
expected to know mathematics, carpentry and 


be the bread winner. To me it seems that we can 
not apply western thought of homosexuality on 
ancient society/cultures. Cultures differ as much 
as the people that live within them. 

It is documented that as many as 155 Native 
American tribes had 2 spirit persons among 
them that were also held in high regard and well 
respected in their tribes. Some were seen as 
healers and medicine men/women, shamen and 
some were considered even more god/goddess 
like since they embodied both sex'. In Crow 
the word bote', in Lakota the word winkte and 
in Navajo the word na'dleehi all were a take on 
2 spirit person. Of course the European invad- 
ers couldn't pronounce the Indian language 
and came up with their own term, berdache to 
describe these 2 spirit persons. The last inter- 
tribal pow-wow I went to it seemed as though 
many different tribes have accepted na'dleehi as 
the common term now used for queer as well as 
2 spirit person. 

Sep 28th 1292 in Ghent (Belgium), is the first 
documented execution for sodomy in Western 
Europe. John, a knife maker is sentenced to burn 
at the stake for having sex with another man. The 
other man is not identified. 

Florence Italy 1476, LeoOnardo Da Vinci is twice 
anonymously accused to Florentine authorities for 
alleged acts of sodomy. He is acquitted due to 
lack of witness. 

in 1625 in South Africa was a trial that has long 
since been forgotten although it had a huge 
impact not only on queer history but bi-racial 
relationships as well. This trial of two men; one 
a native African from the Hottentots tribe, the 
other a white Danish sailor; The men met while 
imprisoned in a Cape Town penal colony. Over 
the course of years an affair had begun between 
the two. Another inmate ratted them out to the 
powers that be and soon they were both on trail 
for sodomy. At the time sodomy was considered 
a worse crime than murder, and was punishable 
by death. They were indeed found guilty after 
they confessed in open court. There are still 
court papers that recount this trial and in 2003 a 
documentary (of sorts) was made about this long 
forgotten trial. The film is called "Proteus" and 
I highly recommend it, to anybody that might be 
interested. 

1634 Ireland, an Act for Punishment vice of 
Buggery is passed. This makes buggery pun- 
ishable by hanging. One man that devotedly 
campaigned hard in favor of this law was one 
Anglican Bishop John Atherton. In December 


of 1641, a mere seven years later. Bishop John 
Atherton is the second man hanged for the act of 
buggery in Ireland. Nice to see some shit doesn't 
change! 

It trips me out how language changes over the 
years and how words take on new meanings. 
Definition from the 1500's; 

Buggery- anal sex, punishable by death 
Sodomy- any non-procreative act 
Here are a few definitions I found from the 
1600's; 

Bad- of English origin- hermaphrodite 
Badling - An effeminate man, "who" practices 
sodomy 

In 1810 in Great Britain 4 out of 5 convicted 
sodomites were hanged, not necessarily buggers. 
The ones that were not hanged were given up 
to 1000 lashes as punishment for their alleged 
crime of the flesh. In 1826 Sir Robert Peel 
tightened the Sodomy Law which required proof 
of spent seed (yes a sodomite accuser would 
actually have to have proof of spent semen. 
Reminiscent of Monica Lewinski's dress with Prez 
Clinton seed on it), that had been enacted in 
1553 by Henry VIII. Sir Robert put a law in place 
that punished any man that spilled his seed with- 
out the just cause of making baby's. So even the 
act of masturbation would be punishable by death 
and forget getting a hummer from yr honey= 
death penalty. No semen was even required for 
somebody to make a claim against another; they 
just went on ones word. This smacks of the Salem 
witch trials or the Red Scare. 

A good book that recounts somebody that 
was imprisoned in Great Britain during this time 
period is "De Profundis" by everybody's favorite 
sodomite Oscar Wilde. The book is an open let- 
ter to his young lover whos' father had Wilde 
imprisoned for having relations with his son. 
Wilde goes quite mad during writings and is 
clearly a broken man by the time the book comes 
to an end. 

My observations are as though sexual- 
ity in working class is much more fluid, not as 
uncommon to be more accepting of queerness. 
Genderized brainwashing divides us from birth to 
death.

Power Violence. I loved all those first wave 
bands, you probably did too. Crossed Out and 
Neanderthal at the bludgeoning, brutal end of 
the spectrum and Capitalist Casualties and No 
Comment at the end where early DRI ideas 
were mangled and stretched out into something 
far more fucked up than people were used to 
hearing. As for Man is the Bastard, well, without 
hyperbole I truly believe they were one of the 
last bands that did something utterly new and 
without precedent. To me Man is the Bastard 
were unequivocally important to music as a 
whole, not just to sub-genres of sub-genres. 


The second wave gave us some greats too; 
Despise You, Suppression and Slight Slappers are 
still three of my favourite bands. The third wave 
however was less great, shitty shitty bands like 
Acrid and Jenny Piccolo turned up to give me a 
big fucking headache. Crappy labels released bad 
record after bad record and there seemed to be 
way too many bargain bin bass and drums Power 
Violence two pieces in existence. 

Then everyone got confused about what 
Power Violence was; Alternative Tentacles claimed 
that their newest signings Logical Nonsense were 
Power Violence. Kids called Acme Power Violence, 
Acme were a great band in their own regard, but 
Power Violence? Come on... And I'm sure most 
of you that were around at the time could spend 
at least an hour naming hundreds of shithouse 
self-proclaimed Power Violence bands. The term 
became meaningless and was used more in deri- 
sion than anything else. 

Then recently something happened. At some 
point when I was playing the same old fast-slow- 
waltz time signature breakdown-slow-fast songs 
I've been playing for a long time and listening 
to almost nothing but Finnish Black Metal, Power 
Violence underwent a rebirth. Nothing too major 
has happened, but enough to slip under the 
radar of most of the dictators of taste. Warzone 
Womyn from Pittsburgh suddenly became awe- 
some. Germany actually gave us a really fucking 
good band in the shape of Cold War and Iron 
Lung started selling records. And we have Hatred 
Surge. Fucking HATRED SURGE! Machinegun 
Romantics dropped their singer, changed their 
name to Knucklescraper and became amazing. 

The Rosenbombs 7” is great. No Dice utterly 
floored me at Sabado Fest. Not forgetting to 
mention the very awesome Jinn from the UK 
and it all adds up to me being genuinely excited 
about a lot of the music that's happening just 
now. 

I WAS A TEENAGE FUCK 
UP 

Power Violence was always West Coast 
Power Violence in the past, now it comes from 
everywhere. It's important to know how things 
changed and why there really aren't any localised 
styles anymore. NYHC can be played by kids in 
Singapore and Boston Hardcore can be played 
by kids in Norway. Gone are the days when you 
could tell what city a band came from Just by 
listening to them. 

I'm not going to talk about the internet and 
how everything is so much different these days 
and blah blah blah kids in 2006 just don't have 
the same ideals we had in the 70s/80s/90s/post 


WWii baby boom etc etc. I don't want to be that 
guy, things change, old people should be pushed 
out of the way and younger and more enthusias- 
tic people should take over and direct wherever 
hardcore’s going. In 2013 1 won't have any 
interest in receiving my carriage clock for being 
a forty-year-old dude still playing in a Power 
Violence band. 

Information is speeding up, it has been for 
years now. I'm not going to poorly reiterate what 
far smarter people have said before, but read 
Robert Anton Wilson's theories on Jumping Jesus 
Syndrome, as published in Right Where You Are 
Sitting Now (1992). But basically, my own experi- 
ences of it go like this; 

In 1990, as documented a few columns ago, 
my exposure to music was listening to John Peel 
in the vain hope that he'd play something I'd 
like. I'd then desperately try and find the records, 
then spend hours and hours listening to them. 

I'd read the thanks lists and try and find records 
by the bands that came up the most often. I'd 
check the shirts band members were wearing and 
look into those bands. Most of the time I couldn't 
find the right records, but luckily I managed to 
stumble across Heresy, Intense Degree, Doctor 
and the Crippens, Ripcord, Rose Rose, Attitude 
Adjustment, Repulsion and all the Earache and 
Peaceville releases worth anything. 

Two years later I was going to DIY shows 
that I found out about purely by accident by 
occasionally coming across a flier on a lamp- 
post. I'd buy band merch and try my luck with 
the local distro, usually buying he cheapest stuff 
I could, or just whatever looked the coolest. In 
this period I picked up some of the worst shit 
imaginable. I also picked up Capitalist Casualties 
- Raised Ignorant, Rorschach - Remain Sedate, No 
Comment - Downsided and the Sedition 7" 

Around this time I was also scouring the 
adverts and reviews section of six months out of 
date copies of MRR. I would arm myself with a 
highlighter pen, a stack of envelopes and some 
foreign currency (that would be Imperialist 
Yankee Dollars) and get to work. After spending 
hours reading every line I would blindly send 
away my hard earned cash hoping that when 
Chris Dodge described something as sounding 
like early Napalm Death meets SxOxB he was 
hearing it with same ears I had. I was also send- 
ing away in the often vain hope that the labels 
still existed, the record was still in print, that my 
money reached them, that their records reached 
me and that the useless bastard releasing said 
records didn't just spend my money on cigarettes 
and Twinkies. I'm still waiting for my Ottawa shirt 
from someone or other (great band, criminally 
forgotten). 


And of course throughout this whole time 
I was trading tapes like crazy with kids from 
Australia, Sweden, London, Canada and anywhere 
else I could get some interest. It took me years 
to track down real copies of Project X, Comes 
- No Side, Infest - Slave and Siege - Drop Dead 
once I'd managed to eventually get them on 
highly garbled mix tapes. 

Now it's extremely easy to hear bands and 
I'm not complaining. I load up soulseek and 
decide that yes, the new Darkthrone LP is awe- 
some and worth picking up and no, Zoe from 
Japan still sound utterly horrible and I don't 
need to waste my money on any more of their 
stuff. I get given lots of demos and records when 
I tour, some of the stuff is fucking great, like 
Before After from SF, BastardAss from LA and 
xbrainiax from wherever they're from (and if they 
think Canada is in the mid-west I certainly can't 
be bothered to find out where they're from). I 
get directed to several thousand Myspace band 
pages a week. The words Power and Violence and 
Myspace in quick combination usually make my 
heart sink, but Rocket Attack from Washington 
recently really impressed me. We even play with 
some bands that totally surprise me on tour; 
Insect Warfare and Tumor Feast immediately 
spring to mind. 

Like I said, I really don't miss the days of 
throwing money at idiotic Americans to rip me 
off (and all the Germans, Belgians, English and 
whoever else, but mostly Americans). The only 
thing those days instilled in me was a sense of 
longevity. I'm not going to give up on hardcore 
anytime soon after spending a long time trying 
to immerse myself in it. Those days also made 
me think up until relatively recently that I didn't 
like Bad Brains because most of what I'd heard 
absolutely sucked and I'd carried that opinion 
with me for years. 

(DON'T) VOICE YOUR 
OPINION 

With the speeding up of information and 
access to music comes other things. When I 
was first starting to get into hardcore and punk 
fanzines were still talking about Conflict Vs Oi 
Polloi, something that happened YEARS before I 
was even involved. Now news is only news for a 
few hours. 

Everyone having access to venting his or her 
opinions is now so common place that nearly all 
thought is utterly fucking meaningless. Kids have 
b33f all the time. Big fucking deal. 

Kent McLard Vs Cats seems like almost 
ancient history now that it's reached the printed 
stage and will be even more out of date by the 


time this column comes out. The public crucifix- 
ion of Felix Von Havoc would last all of ten min- 
utes in the year 2006, and there are large pros 
and cons to that. 

Two kids say that they're really into the new 
wave of Power Violence bands and five kids 
tell them to fuck off, all those bands suck. And 
suddenly two kids are "hype" and five kids are 
a "backlash". It doesn't take five years to hear 
a band anymore, just as well really, but things 
develop into scenes almost overnight; no band's 
going to make their shitty metal record because 
they don't know where the genre's going in this 
day and age. 

New releases are only new releases for 
about three weeks now. Crime mailorder exists. 
Ebullition now takes credit cards. You'll never 
have to search for a record again, as long as you 
can afford it. All of this means that most labels 
have to really push their stuff in new ways. 
Everyone makes stupid pre-orders and limited 
editions now. Experience years ago taught me the 
inherent danger in sending away for records from 
potentially untrustworthy sources, let alone for 
records that weren't even released, so the pre- 
order thing just makes me laugh. My own band 
makes tour versions every time we go away and 
you know what? We sell out of everything about 
twice as fast as we would've a few years ago 
because kids will generally buy the tour version 
in a second. I'm really not complaining; I was 
sick of not selling enough stuff to cover costs, 
now I almost break even. 

Labels release records in tiny quantities and 
the reality is this: if you press 500 copies of 
something mildly desirable you'll sell them all 
in a matter of months, possibly even weeks or 
less in the case of some bands. If you press 1000 
you'll sit on them for much much longer. The 
mentality being "oh, I can get that anytime." 

This is the reality now, labels can complain all 
they like, but everyone knows what's coming 
out when and where they can get it. Half the 
kids have heard releases months before they're 
even out. Because of the relative ease of get- 
ting everything people demand products faster 
and will usually move on to the next thing pretty 
quickly. 

Kids can complain all they like about new 
records fetching high prices on e bay because 
they're sold out limited versions, but that’s what 
bands have to do to survive now, even the big- 
ger fish in the DIY pond. We've been forced into 
making limited versions because gas prices go 
up, but door prices and merch prices are kept 
artificially low. So we have to come up with ways 
of selling shit to you faster. And if you're buying 
new records on e bay it just proves how utterly 


resourceless some people are. If the internet 
was mystically uninvented tomorrow you'd see a 
huge drop in prices, a lot less "rare” stuff and a 
massive drop in people into the various scenes. 
Again, I'm not the grumpy old man complaining 
about kids these days, that's just how it is now. 

Anyway, I've started enjoying touring again; 
despite thinking when I started my current band I 
wouldn't bother hitting the road. There's a whole 
bunch of bands doing great stuff in DIY hardcore 
right now. Hatred Surge are about the best band 
I've heard in many years and seeing No Dice live 
was just devastating. 

So go start a band, learn from the past 
greats, learn what made them good and what 
made them a bit sucky. Make demos (and then 
send them to me) and don’t play shitty bass and 
drums Power Violence. 

Finally, The Process from England/ Scotland 
have a second demo which is completely 
amazing AND IT'S EX MEMBERS OF SHANK.

Inventor of Evil CD 
Not only is the Butcher back to take another 
pound of flesh, but his true identity has finally 
been revealed. He is, without question, the 
Inventor of Evil aka the Soul Collector aka the 
Dealer of Hostility. This CD is the latest thrash 
metal masterpiece from the Teutonic tidal wave, 
best known as DESTRUCTION. Some might be 
tempted to dismiss this band as a mere remnant 
of the legendary 80s thrash band, but that would 
be a grave mistake. The band was born over 20 
years ago as a three piece and two of those three 
original members make up the current trio. But 
this detail takes a backseat to the simple fact that 


the band's music is not only as relevant today as 
it was "in the day," it is twice as fierce. If you 
doubt, you haven't heard it. This latest offering 
has everything that a DESTRUCTION fan could 
ask for. It picks up right where its predecessor 
"Metal Discharge" left off in that it is blazing and 
furious but it is also reminiscent of the oldschool 
albums in that buried deep inside the vehemence 
and wrath there is a surprising amount of melody 
and a respectable number of hooks.

We will not have our 
heroically righteous voices of defiance silenced 
by the system! Sound Pollution uses bar codes 
on their releases. Hardcore Holocaust has ties 
to white slavery rings in Pakistan. Slap A Ham 
was funded by an under the table grant from 
Sony and the profits made selling SPAZZ records 
were used to fund the careers of ONE LIFE CREW, 


SKREWDRIVER and the endlessly offensive 
CRIPPLE BASTARDS. You probably already know 
about Max Ward's reprehensible involvement in 
the distribution of bestiality porn, but did you 
know that Gus Chamber was a charter member 
of the largest Aryan supremacy organization in 
Perth? I personally own videotapes of him snort- 
ing rocket fuel off the breasts of an under aged 
transsexual prostitute from Thailand. This kind of 
unscrupulous behavior has been quietly unravel- 
ing the moral fabric of our scene for years and 
it's been happening right under our very noses. 
The members of SEPTIC DEATH were nothing 
more than religious zealots attempting to spread 
their militantly xenophobic brand of Christianity 
to young record collectors via an endless stream 
of limited edition vinyl. Did you think Pushead's 
familiar "skull wrapped in gauze" theme was just 
some abstract design? It's a clandestine re-tell- 
ing of the Easter story disguised as a redundant 
album cover motif and you probably fell for it. If 
you have still been buying into these purveyors 
of blatant perversion, you need to wise up and 
take action now. Look closely at your records. 
Scrutinize the lyric sheets for anything that 
seems out of place. Watch for words and ideas 
you haven't heard a million times before. Keep a 
list. Post it on your blog. It will become obvious 
after a while and you’ll start to see that immoral- 
ity is everywhere. 

You might think that this kind of extremist 
ballyhooing is just a dramatic overreaction to 
something relatively harmless. You may have 
even mistaken our righteous outrage as being a 
symptom of a sorely lacking sense of humor. That 
is exactly what they want you to think! Consider 
the impressionable minds of the uninformed 
youth. It's been proven time and time again 
in various on-line surveys that looking at gory 
grindcore album covers for too long can directly 
influence your likelihood to go out and eat a bar- 
rel full of mutated fetuses. Listening to GG Allin 
can and will result in a loss of respect for proper 
bathroom hygiene. Frank Zappa was wrong. Song 
lyrics are not just words. Lyric sheet scrutiny is 
in order. It's just not in the ability of the average 
music listener to decipher and interpret these 
loaded literary weapons for themselves. It may 
seem ridiculous until you consider the fact that 
CRASS lyrics, and nothing else, inspired your 
decision to buy your very first pair of tofu boots. 
It was an unrelenting barrage of poorly xeroxed 
photos of DISCHARGE that demanded you wear 
your bullet belt to the grocery store. Repeated 
listenings to AXEGRINDER convinced your band's 
vocalist to try and growl with an English accent 
when he's originally from Nashville. Did you think 
you came up with the studded butt flap yourself? 


These examples make it quite obvious that we 
are open to a direct influence from our own punk 
rock media. If it can dictate our fashion then 
what's to stop it from corrupting out behavior and 
defining our political beliefs as well? 

You're probably not sure what you can do to 
defend yourself. More importantly, you might be 
wondering what you can do to make a change in 
others. It's unlikely that you could come up with 
your own ideas on how to stop the system of cor- 
ruption these groups have established, but rest 
assured that there are those of us who do have 
the answers. If you humble yourself before us, 
we will show you the way. Try not to think of it 
as kissing ass, but rather a heroic display of soli- 
darity. The outcasts and social fuckups are only 
avoiding the inevitable. To be truly original is to 
just accept your role as a clone and embrace the 
clique. Don't be fooled into thinking that indi- 
viduality is anything but a failure to take a stand. 
It's time to choose sides. Trying to be something 
other than what we deem appropriate can lead 
to the kinds of dangerous impurities we currently 
face in our scene today. What can you do to fight 
back? Grow those dreadlocks and get those facial 
tattoos and sew on those AMEBIX patches and 
take your vegan rottweiler to the gig and point 
out the flaws in those who fail to comply. This is 
all to be done with a fanatical fervor that would 
have made Joe McCarthy proud. The more fakes 
you oust, the more credibility you'll gain for 
yourself. 

Personal taste has no place in our scene 
and a sudden shift in the collective opinion of 
the movement is always a possibility (although 
highly unlikely). There's no time to decide for 
yourself. Strength through unity! As absolutely 
crucial as you and I know fashion and appearance 
are, it's just as important to deny this fact when 
in mixed company. You must also appear above 
petty enthusiasm for trivial things like music and 
fun because we are all about the message. We fly 
the black flag of defiance! So then, what is our 
message? That's not for discussion here, but the 
ambiguous idea of it must be kept at the fore- 
front of our struggle. Punk is not just some point- 
less rock n' roll show, it's a strictly disciplined 
witch-hunt based on vague political notions. Too 
many loose ends can lead to unpredictability and 
that is always a serious danger to our cause. 
Reducing yourself to a cliche may seem coun- 
terproductive at first, but you have to lead by 
example. Make it easy for the kids to assimilate. 
Keep it simple. Black and white. Good versus evil. 
Dumb as hell. 

We've got a good foothold in certain regions 
but that is not enough. At times you'll have to 
go beyond our borders and help pry open the 


closed minds that exist outside of our internet 
chat boards and direct action protest parades. We 
are missionaries engaged in an endless struggle 
to inflict as much change on as many people as 
possible. Where next to conquer? Anywhere our 
slogans can be used to lull others into a daze 
enough to swallow our ideas without thinking! 
Take pride in knowing that, as long as your opin- 
ion is a mirror image of our's, you are right and 
they are wrong. You couldn't think for yourself 
until we taught you how; don't let others make 
the same mistake. Ridicule, embarrassment and 
paranoia are useful tools. Painfully boring rheto- 
ric is the answer to any question. Never be afraid 
to use your voice! Expose their ignorance, tell 
them how things aught to be and force them to 
understand. Point the finger and spread the word. 
The time for playing nice is over! If you're ever 
caught with your guard down just fall back and 
wait for reinforcements, whisper cynical remarks 
to your compatriots and change your screen 
name. Take your time and be sure you've got the 
routine thoroughly memorized before you stick 
your neck out, but don't wait too long and get 
left behind. Show them that you are not afraid to 
fight the system out in the streets! Write songs 
about riots! Write angry poetry about police bru- 
tality in Antarctica! Squat the mall! Get drunk and 
talk a bunch of shit. Up the fuckin' punx! 



PARTICIPATE! 

My back is killing me. My slightly injured 
throat annoys me. Yet I love every bits of it. 
Nothing gives me more pleasure than touring 
with my band, performing lives in front of great 
new and old friends, sharing the laughter and the 
pain of getting moshpit's typical minor injuries. 
After loads of hours spent on practicing; standing 
on the stage, screaming and waving a fist along 
to the blasting reefs and pedals feels like having 
a great orgasms. Hell, yeah, it feels good! 

I would love to see more contributions from 
women towards the scene. Unlike in other coun- 
tries, our local scene is still lacking of women's' 
participation. It's really sad to say but it's true. 
I'm not saying that it's rare but there's still 


only a small numbers of dedicated women are 
really working their asses striving and strug- 
gling together with our male friends. There are 
so many things that could be done by us. You 
can start by sending your works - articles, arts, 
photographs, poems etc - to other zines, or if 
you are a patience, hardworking gal, you can start 
making your own zine. It's really inspiring read- 
ing great articles from great writers like Erika 
Ransom of MRR, Chris(tine) of Slugs and Lettuce 
and Athena and Amy Lawless of Short, Fast & 

Loud just to name a few. Or you can gather bunch 
of your friends and start jamming. Music can 
definitely change people's mind; write lyrics to 
voice out your opinions upon the sickening sys- 
tem, record a demo, send it to show's organizers 
and voila..

Being in the moshpit 
was one of the most horrible experiences 
when it came to physical contact with itch- 
ing guys.

Usually I get my shirt 
pulled up and stuff. Although all this hap- 
pened and still happens, most of the guys 
I mosh with are friends and they wouldn't 
touch me out of horniness or shit like that.

It never 
ceases to make me happy that a bill of all local 
bands can pack Burnt Ramen or the Hazmat 
warehouse. There doesn't need to big some big 
overhyped out-of-town headliner or one of the 
local powerhouse bands with a big draw. The 
local scenesters who spend more time on mes- 
sage boards than at shows and only come out to 
see "cool" shows (i.e. bands that are overhyped 
and/or bands that feature Christopher from DS- 
13-haha) don't come to these shows, but fuck 
'em. The real punks of all ages will come out 
to support and that's what counts. Whether it's 
SUBURBAN DEATH CAMP (whose singer is nearly 
20 years older than their bass player-new 7" 
coming soon) or NO DICE (rad new 7" on 625) 
or K-BAR (very new band from San Francisco) or 
SAHN MARU (members of BLOWN TO BITS' new 
band) or even POPULATION REDUCTION (not so 
new, but definitely worth mentioning if you like 
grindy songs about zombies played well), there 
is some rad new shit going on around here. 

And of course I gotta plug my favorite young 
Bay Area band, the ROTTEN FUX. New 7" on Six 
Weeks coming soon! These guys are the real 
deal. We stopped doing 7"s for awhile for vari- 
ous reasons, but these guys are a band that we 
felt really deserved it, so we wanted to support 
them. This is a band that barely has equipment, 
but is so dedicated that before shows, they'll 
practice behind a warehouse with a generator 
on borrowed equipment. They're usually the 
ones fucking shit up at shows or passed out in a 
corner, and if you've seen the band in action at a 
show, they can be great, or are super sloppy and 
fucked up sounding because they're so wasted. 
Regardless, they always have fun and are genu- 
ine fuck-ups, and I mean that in the best way 
possible. Watch for their 7"-it's coming soon and 
it's punx as fuck. 

NECRACEDIA 

So this Gimme Five this time around asks 
us to list our five favorite t-shirts, and the story 
behind mine if kind of long (and not too exciting, 
so flip the page if you want-1 won't be offended), 
so I thought I'd write about it here instead of 
in the Gimme Five section. My immediate #1 is 
my NECRACEDIA t-shirt. NECRACEDIA was from 
Pittsburgh, PA, and while they were never a "big" 
band, they had a loyal following on the East 
Coast. I was thinking about how I got this t-shirt. 
It all started when my old band, The Dread, self- 
released our first 7”. We got a great review in 
MRR by none other than Tim Yo, so we received 
a lot of mailorder and inquiries asking about our 


record from all over the world. This was way 
before the Internet was used, so real letters with 
exotic stamps arrived at our p.o. box in Concord- 
much more personal and exciting. It was so cool 
to get these letters with well-concealed cash or 
money orders or even sometimes foreign curren- 
cy: people I didn't know wanted to listen to my 
band! One of the letters we received was from 
Sean Whelan of NECRACEDIA, who was living in 
Germany at the time. We became pen pals, and 
when he learned that The Dread was going to 
embark on our first tour that would take us to 
the East Coast, he generously offered to put on a 
show for us with some of his favorite local bands. 
NECRACEDIA had broken up already, and the guys 
hadn't started their new project, the BAD GENES, 
yet. My first introduction to the Iron City was a 
blast. We got to play with SUBMACHINE at this 
place called the Bee Hive that looked like a cas- 
tle on the outside. The Dread and SUBMACHINE 
instantly bonded as we both covered "Sonic 
Reducer", although they did a much better job at 
it. I've driven past what used to be the Beehive 
a few times on other tours since and I think it's 
a cafe/disco or something like that now. Anyway, 
the show was a blast, and it was rad to meet my 
pen pal Sean and hang out in person. After the 
show, everyone was hanging out and drinking and 
Sean lived pretty close to the show. I honestly 
don't remember why we (me, Sean, and Scot 
from the BAD GENES) walked back to his house 
in the middle of everything. I know that must 
sound suspect, but it really wasn't like that. I 
think we were just drunk and he wanted to show 
me his apartment, play me some 7"s of other 
Pittsburgh bands he was stoked about, and give 
me a t-shirt. That t-shirt ended up being the 
NECRACEDIA t-shirt that I wore incessantly, and 
still have even though it doesn't fit anymore. I 
love the shirt because it reminds me of that 
time era and all of the awesome people from 
Pittsburgh I've met over the years, plus that 
whole experience was when I really started to 
understand just how big and awesome our DIY 
community is. If someone reading this knows 
how to get a hold of Sean, please get in touch 
with me!

VINYL WITH THAT? 

SUPER SIZED? 

Booking tours, ordering records, and all that 
good stuff that comes with DIY has gotten a heck 
of a lot easier since the Internet has become 
more widely available. I couldn't believe the 
first VOETSEK tour, when I didn’t have a massive 
phone bill to come home to! With all of this 


ease through technology, though, I think we're 
missing out on a lot. Kids in the Bay Area have 
it especially good because of all of the great 
local labels and distros, which makes it very 
easy and cheap to pick up American and foreign 
hardcore. I wonder how many of them actually 
still mailorder on a regular basis? I understand 
that people in certain parts of the country don't 
have it as good, but I think when you have to 
expend effort for something, it means more, 
whether it's going through the trouble of getting 
a money order (not using PayPal), and sending 
off your hard-earned cash to a foreign land, and 
then waiting six-to-eight weeks for the package 
to arrive. 

Not only does this ease come with getting 
new music, but also in playing in a band. Around 
here, it's pretty easy to record a demo for cheap 
(Jef Leppard Studios has the hookup-drop me an 
email if you want to be part of Jef to False Metal, 
too-l got the hookup), and send it off to labels 
in hopes that they'll do it for you, instead of 
DIY-ing it. And if you're in an "ex-members of" 
band, then it's even easier. There's even a new 
band of "current and ex members of" that are 
releasing a 12" before they even have a demo 
tape! Is all this ease good? I'm not entirely 
sure; there are pros and cons to both (and I've 
experienced both sides of it), but I do think it's 
sad that the American need for instant gratifica- 
tion has trickled down in our own community; I 
guess it's unavoidable. There's a glut of boring, 
horrible, and/or plain old overrated records out 
there, because its gotten so damn easy to put 
them out. Nothing on Six Weeks falls into this 
category, of course, but... haha. Anyway, just 
some thoughts. 

There are some awesome bands touring this 
summer, so make it a good one! Voetsek is tour- 
ing with ASSHOLE PARADE, so come out and say 
hi!

"Rude beat” 7" 

9 tracks /ADK Records / J 984 
Let s start this discourse with the relatively 
mysterious foursome, who baptized themselves 
CRIME FIGHTER and who had the opportunity to 
release their "Rude beat" 7” on the famous ADK 
label that was responsible for a ton of splendid 
d(et)onations such as the "Neo Punk Disorderly 
-ADK Omnibus Vol. 2" comp. 7” (’83). the 
MASTURBATION "Heishi to nate senjou e mukae" 


7” C83). the MASTURBATION "s/t" 12” (’84) and/or 
the BAWS "Like let's have a ball!" 7" flexi (’85). 

In spite of this, CRIME FIGHTER performed 
mid tempo to faster paced, in every respect 
rough, kinda noisy, blaring hardcorepunk with 
a snotty as fuck, pissed off singer - nothing 
more, nothing less. All in all, CRIME FIGHTER 
fit faultlessly into the ADK Records roaster and 
if I'm correct, they brought out no more than 
the "Rude beat" 7" - with the exception of four 
anthems which ascended on the aforesaid "Neo 
Punk Disorderly - ADK Omnibus Vol. 2” comp. 

7” (the other crowds are GAB ELL. MOLUGU and 
GLYCERIN). Eeehh. this is all that comes to my 
senile brain, but since that cannot be CRIME 
FIGHTER'S drawback, always remember that they 
fucking kill, full stop!! 



DEEP THROAT 

"Mi tsu ka i" 7" 

3 tracks / MCR Company Records / 1991 
Named after a porn flick (which, certainly. I 
never saw. . .) out of the 70 s. DEEP THROAT 
had fun in creating not too swift, but in the end 
strong, vigorous punk. I cannot help, but these 
3 mantras sound more or less like a comical 
version of GISM. I’m an honest individual and as 
a result I wouldn’t call this 7" (the terminology 
is not incorporated, but you’ll get a nice sticker 
for your wall. . .) essential, but other than that 
there’re ca. 10.000.000 millions records out 
which are by far weaker. Don’t get me wrong 
- all the good elements a fine punk shot should 
submit are there and that's a skillful songwriting, 
a gruff howling shouter. mind-boggling melodies 
and last, but not least, shitloads of muscles, so 
in the end "Mi tsu ka i" is worth a few listens. 
DEEP THROAT also had a song on the ..Unknown 
H.C. Drunkers" comp. 3x 7"es flexis (MCR 



Company Records / 1 991 / 1 .500 made / the 
other companies are BLUNT HEAD. THINK OR 
SINK. CONQUEST. ASSFORT, PLOT SCOLDER. BENI 
TSUBAKI, STRUGGLE. VANTAGE) and if you want to 
check 'em out I urge you to get their "Mi tsu ka 
i” 7” out of the $ 1 bin of your local record store 
immediately!! 



GAGIZE 

"Traculent crime" 7" flexi 
7 tracks / Half Alive Records / 1 988 
Back in ’88. GAGIZE published their colossal 
‘Traculent crime" 7" flexi. but in one way or 
another this fucker totally drowned within the sea 
of oblivion cuz nearly everyone was into the 2nd. 
wave of straight edge crews. . . Yep. I personally 
also got pleasure from this kind of stuff, but 
sometimes life can be unfair as gangs like 
GAGIZE were wholly unnoticed for the sole reason 
that they didn’t play "trendy” shit. Whatsoever, 
this thin puppy (I’ve to repeat myself: Flexis 
aren't that thick!!) delivers a throaty yelling 
songster over a healthy dose of quick, urgent 
as well as forceful, to some extent gloomy, yet 
always catchy hardcorepunk. If you're looking 
for comparisons, think of a mixture between 
GISM. FREEDOM, L.S.D. in addition to LANCE 
LOT and you got the picture! It’s too bad that the 
words weren’t integrated as I really want to know 
what tunes like "Short hope", "Nasty romance" 
or "Death fuck" are all about. . . Before I’ll forget: 
Two years earlier. GAGIZE materialized one track 
on the "Fledgling Punx - Nouzui Omnibus Vol. 

1" comp. 7" (Nouzui Records / 1986 / RE ZIST, 
SWORD plus WEEDYEGGS are also involved) and 
in ’87 one slit was made public on the legendary 
"Shoudoku Gig" comp. LP (Selfish Records / 

1987 / the other groups are DIS PAD, EXCLAIM, 
IDIOT IDOLATERS, a band with Japanese capitals. 
SYSTEMATIC DEATH. SWORD. GUTTER SNIPE. SO 


WHAT. 0UT0. GAUZE. DEADLESS MUSS, CHICKEN 
BOWELS, S.O.B., LIP CREAM) and it’s needless to 
state that these pearls are as mandatory as the 
ground-breaking ’Traculent crime” 7" flexi!! 

GHOZA / SCUM BLAST 

"Insane scream" split 7" 

3 tracks each / Insane T2 Records / 1 992 / 
300 made 

This salver is the (!!) perfect example for an 
enormously ravaging split single - if (nearly) 
all split records would be this outstanding, the 
world would be a better place for sure! Or not. . . 
Anyway. GHOZA run riot with nothing but super 
hurried, relentless, energetic hardcore that lives 
from the thoroughly mad vocals of Kuma. Trust 
me : Raw as fuck hardcore cannot be played 
any superior!! To recite their final song. "I love 
GHOZA” - fucking yeah!! I dunno if GHOZA put out 
more material, but at least they became visible 
with two assaults on the ’Target Dictator" comp. 



CD (Fight Men Records / 1991 / next to GHOZA. 
this sampler features CONQUEST. LESS HAZE. 
HELL NOISE. MUSHROOM. VIOLENT PAIN. ZIGOKU- 
MANJYU, SO WHAT. STRANDED. STRUGGLE. 
DISCLAIM. UNDEAD MURDER. BLOODTHIRSTY 
and INNOCENTS), too. I mentioned before that 
I consider most split records contain a winner 
and a loser, so I suppose, after the inferno called 
"GHOZA", you think SCUM BLAST on the other side 
of the coin can only provide useless, watered- 
down bits and pieces, don't you? Boy/girt, 
you're wrong since on SCUM BLAST’S surface 
all hell breaks loose with a mega fast - ungodly 
speeds are hit!! -. uncompromising and 
rippingly devastating, straightforward thrashcore 
onslaught SYSTEMATIC DEATH. DAMNABLE 
EXCITE ZOMBIES. GUDON. (early) NIGHTMARE 
and WARHEAD all rolled into one. so you can be 


sure to 1107. that these chaps didn't take any 
prisoners. To what I’m aware of. alongside the 
two tracks on the "Fight Back Vol. 1 / The World's 
Hardcore Comp." comp. CD (Fight Men Records 
/ 1993 / the additional herds are CORPUS VILE. 
SARCASM. BUGEYED. GUILLOTINE TERROR. BLAZE. 
DISORDER. ZONE as well as THE THOUGHT POLICE) 
in conjunction with one bullet on the "Night Of 
The Living Dead!!” comp. 7" (Bater Records / 
1994 / 500 made [numbered on the back sleeve] 

/ the remaining posses are GRASP. POISON COLA 
and KNUCKLE), this split 7" is SCUM BLAST’S one 
and only contribution to the punk community 
- yuck. . . Okay, due to the looong review, it’s 
obvious that I cannot recommend the "Insane 
scream" split 7" (lyrics are included) enough 
-now it’s your turn!! 



HALF YEARS 

"Power!" 7" 

6 tracks / Japanese Label / 1 988 
I didn’t pay attention to HALF YEARS’ "Power!" 

7" in a few years right now. but at the moment, 
while I’m typing these lines. I flipped this 
bastard over and over and over and over and 
over cuz I simply cannot get as much "Power!" 
as necessary. HALF YEARS demolish the tender 
ears of this practically deaf critic with clear- 
cut. yet out-and-out blazing, blistering, thrashy 
hardcorepunk that comprises a downright 
overwhelming artist at the microphone. Yeah, 
this EP. that neither comes with a lyric sheet nor 
any inserts (at least my copy doesn't have such 
things. . . ), is just impressive in view of the fact 
that it encloses "Power!" galore!! Sadly. HALF 
YEARS called it quits way too early (only the good 
die young!), but if you're going to investigate 
some more abrasive. "Power!" ridden funerals, 
pick up their two ditties on the notorious "Hang 
The Sucker Vol. 1" comp. 7" (Kagai Mousou 
Records / 1988 / also available are G00G0L PLEX, 





SO WHAT and DEADLESS MUSS) as well as the 
four hymns on the brilliant follow-up. the "Hang 
The Sucker Vot. 2" comp. LP (Kagai Mousou 
Records / 1988 / furthermore there're DEATH 
SIDE. GUDON and MAD CONFLUX), as soon as 
possible!! To call HALF YEARS just "tremendous" 
would be an understatement!! 




Come on. . .). providentially this piece of plastic 
tore me a new one. After a short, instrumental 
intro, the SCREAMING DAMNED FOSSILS dish up 
swift, furious and ultimately powerful, intense. 


MURDER MANIACS 

"Black punk" 7" 

10 tracks / Yasu Records / 1993/ 500 made 
(hand numbered on the back sleeve) 

More than a decade ago. the MURDER MANIACS 
handed out a pretty weird, but fully scorching 
plate that can be described best as a hasty 
as hell, intense attack which was issued with 
the intention of bringing together rudimentary 
thrashcore plus a small amount of cowpunk 
elements. . . Maybe this assertion doesn’t read 
very cool, but since the ten songs of the "Black 
punk” 7" are over in maybe five or six minutes, 
in no doubt the MURDER MANIACS tear everthing 
into scraps! Is anyone familiar with more 
MURDER MANIACS' records? If so. please drop 
me an email -thanks in advance! Nonetheless, 
there’s no discussion needed, because I promise 
that the "Black punk" 7" (where’ re the lyrics?) 
will be appealing to those who like their thrash 
atypical and/or diverse!! 

OVER DOSE 

"Life and death" CD 
8 tracks / OD Records / 1 993 
I rarely mention compact disks within this 
column, but in the case of OVER DOSE. I definitely 
cannot ignore the most hideous format of a 
publication when it comes to music. I guess, 
you agree with me that punk, hardcore or grind 
belongs to vinyl, don't you? However, back in 
’93. this more or less completely unknown. 


but absolutely amazing brigade identified as 
OVER DOSE unleashed their murderous "Life 
and death” CD and from the first to the very last 
second this platter destroys everything in sight 
with a healthy dose of rapid-fire, ultra brutal, 
grinding hardcore or hardcore influenced grind 
- call it whatever you want! - that contains a 
deep barking singer who spits out gallons of 
venomous poison. OVER DOSE rage through their 
eight outbursts of annihilation in exactly 18:35 
minutes, so you know that these guys weren’t 
born to fuck around! Holy hell, after 13 years of 
the release of this masterpiece. I’m still at a loss 
for words when I’m listening to this firestorm 
and believe me. I’m spinning "Life and death" 
a lot! Beside of OVER DOSE's appearance to the 
"Unknown Hardcore Drunkers Vol. 2" comp. 2x 
7"es (MCR Company Records / 1991 / the other 
troops are NOISE DISTRACTION. THE SEMETARY. 
C.O.S.A., BAD TASTE. HEIDEGGER. STRESS. 
HELLCHILD. a band with Japanese capitals. 
BEYOND DESCRIPTION and OUCH; note: the OVER 
DOSE song [“Mother and child’’] also emerged on 
the "Life and death" CD), unfortunately I never 
ever heard anything from this outstanding corps 
again. . . Yo. mate, as it’s a disgrace that OVER 
DOSE are totally underrated, it's highest time for 
you to purchase this face shredding gem. that, 
by the way. doesn’t include the lyrics, on fucking 
eBay!! 

SCREAMING DAMNED 
FOSSILS 

"S/T" 7" 

6 tracks / V.O.D.D. Records / 1 995 
I remember precisely that I bought this EP 1 1 
years ago just because of the strange name 
of this unit and even I hadn't the highest 
expectations (SCREAMING DAMNED FOSSILS? 



slightly "burning spirits" styled hardcore with 
a hoarse screaming vocalist. Man. all six cuts 
utterly rule and that being said, if you enjoy 
astonishing soundscapes in the vein of DEATH 
SIDE mixed up with CRUDE, this trio will be right 
up your alley! I never recognized anything else 
from the SCREAMING DAMNED FOSSILS for a 
second time (if someone owns a spare copy of 
the "Une saison en enter” 7" [5 tracks / V.O.D.D. 
Records / 1995], please get in touch!! Something 
in the depths of my head tells me that there’s a 
split 7 " floating around, too - 1 could be wide of 
the mark. . .) and that’s a shame cuz they entirely 
rock the little ghetto I’m living in. If I'm not 
wrong, this flawless output wasn’t repressed or 
bootlegged, but if you’ll ever see the real McCoy, 
do yourself a favor and obtain this nugget, 
which’s libretto is printed on the inner sleeve, as 
soon as possible - you will not be disappointed!!

Are you ready to trip the light fantastic with the duo that 
is EAST WEST BUST TEST? If you answered “Yes." good 
for you (and good luck!): but if you answered "No." I’m 
sorry that is the wrong answer; please try again. On 
‘Popular Music for Unpopular People." EWBT* s sopho- 
more effort Chris Dodge and Dave Witte have taken their 
adventurous anti-rock to new extremes. Yet again, this 
album was a "postal collaboration" in more ways than 
one. First because it undoubtedly goes postal on you 
from start to finish but more notably, its very creation is 
literally "postal” because, to some extent the album is a 
by-product of the United States Postal Service. It's like 
this; Dave Witte would record the drum tracks on the 
east coast with little or no input from his partner and 
then ship the finished tracks 3.000 miles westward to 
Chris Dodge who would, with equally scant collaborator 


input forge songs on top of the drums. Songs which 
seem to celebrate randomness and non-linear sound 
one might be so bold as to call the music "free form, 
post-modern quasi-jazz." But hopefully that description 
doesn't leave anyone thinking this is some "out-in-left- 
field" attempt at innovation for its own sake. Because, if 
dismissed as nothing more than an experiment the 
nuances and emotive ebb and flow inherent throughout 
this opus will be totally missed. These are songs that 
investigate a massive spectrum of sound and emotion. 
During any given song you may sail to a pinnacle of con- 
tentment or be dumped unceremoniously into a nadir of 
despair. You may have your world rocked and thrashed 
or you may be whisked away into an ethereal and other- 
worldly plane. You may be surrounded by pop cultural 
references (that remain, somehow, post-modern) during 
one song and then enthralled by earthy ethnic tones the 
next (how many albums do you own with a didgeridoo 
and an organ and vocals screamed in classic angst-rid- 
den punk fashion?).

But as I crank 
"Prophets of Doom" to eleven and find myself bouncing 
off the walls to and fro. the negatives I associate with 
PRO-PAIN diminish with each passing song. Sometimes 
you just gotta stick a CD in and get to frashin’ and 
thrashin'. Sometimes you just want to snap your neck. 
Sometimes you just gotta be pro PRO-PAIN! Hot damn. 
This really is one of the best albums of their career. 

Okay. I give up. I love PRO-PAIN. Buy this CD or feel the 
wrath. When you are picking up the CD be sure to also 
grab a copy of their fairly recent DVD called "Raw Video." 
It is nothing more than a collection of their production 
videos (spanning their entire career) but considering the 
fact PRO-PAIN has always been signed to metal labels 
(and large ones at that ) they have multiple high quality 
vids.

Around the time I 
was probably playing with marbles and lego some folks 
released the Holland Hardcore tape compilations to pro- 
mote dutch hardcore. It's by now someone took effort in 
getting this out of obscurity and onto vinyL And how: 3 
double LP’s. That’s a shitload of vinyl to listen to. I’ll list 
all the bands at the end of the review. I bought these 
records at a show and the price caught attention. Only 10 
euro for each double LP. That’s D.I.Y. for sure. Each dou- 
ble LP is limited to 1000 copies and handnumbered on 
the back. Cool till now ? Maybe I’m whining but I got a 
little disappointed when I started listening. The sound 
quality is not really good. Keeping in mind this comes 
from an old tape I still would think that modem technolo- 
gy would offer some tools to bring up the quality a little. I 
found a remix of the Vacuum LP on the internet that 
sounds so good it can easily be pressed on vinyL On 
closer inspection of the covers they appear to be simple 
and bitmapped a little out of proportion.

I was more stoked when after 
the film wrapped, the director let me keep it. 

4 Lip Cream / Outo Bloody Summer ’89 Japan 
Tour Shirt. More awesome Tom ait. Back has 
a map of Japan and the 15 cities they played. 
Unfortunately this shirt got heavily shredded at a 
WHN show with The Oath and Total Fury in LA. 

5 Rose Tattoo - 1 got this one when I was living in 
Sydney in '97. The cool thing about this vintage 
white on black shirt, is the bands logo does not 
appear anywhere on it, the front is a silhouette of 
the band (kind of like how Side By Side 7") the 
back has the lyrics to "We Can't Be Beaten."

Now 
one of the most famous ones is Burning Heads. 


WAS IT HARD FIND- 
ING PUNK MUSIC IN 
RECORD STORES IN 
FRANCE BACK IN THE 
EARLY BOS? 

Yeah! It was impossible nobody knew about punk 
rock again it was a small scene. You had a few 
stores at that time like New Rolls of course the 
most famous one in Paris was the one to carry 
punk rock. And you had some stores all over the 
country like 3 or 4 stores in France that is not a 
lot. I got some of my stuff through the mailorder 
it was just easy for a lot of people to get a 7" 
and a few weeks later you got your 7" in the 
mail, that was the best way to do it to get your 
stuff. Because in the stores it was impossible to 
get the 7" and the vinyl sometimes but not all 
the time. If it was a big band you know like Bad 
Religion or Exploited bands like that yeah it was 
easier but if you wanted something obscure it 
was hard to get. The best ay was to contact the 
band or the label directly and order it. 


YOU COULD HAVE GONE 
TO NYC, CHICAGO, OR

No I have been to LA a lot of many times before 
between 10-15 times I just like it. Berkeley is 
too cool I don't like it and Seattle I don't like it 
either. LA I chose because I like the weather its 
better. I been to NY twice and its too dark for me 
just like Paris, it’s too oppressive too many build- 
ings! LA is the place. 


MONEY? 

I had some options I had to do paperwork get a 
lawyer to get my visa. I wasn't illegal because I 
had a special visa but did not have real visa to 
stay in the US. I contacted a lawyer so I can get 
my visa and start my business. I also had to con- 
tact all labels I know so I can buy some stuff. Try 
to buy a space build cabinets and all that stuff 
and you just open. To start a store like Headline 
you need at least between $ 30,000- $40,000 
dollars. If you have less than that you have 
nothing you can have a few things in your store 
Its going to look like crap its going to look very 
empty. When I opened the store I had inventory 
of 40,000. After that at the beginning of course 
you don't have a lot of stuff but you just build 
month by month you know. Its impossible to get 
$100,000 in inventory right away. Plus I worked 
since sixteen and I saved a lot of money until I 
was thirty when I came here. So you save little 
by little you buy stuff and you are building your 
inventory it takes years sometimes. 


SO DID YOU WORK A 
DAY JOB? 

No, that was my day job. I was working 16-18 hrs 
a day. I did not have a day job at all, still don't! 


WHAT ABOUT A PLACE 
TO STAY? RENT? 

I had to have my Social Security you start from 
scratch like I said I did not have anything. I had 
to buy a bed, table etc. I slept on the floor for 
months before I bought a bed. I slept at the store 
at after a few weeks before I could find a apart- 
ment. I started Headline in Sept, and at the end 
of October it was open. 


AT THE BEGINNING YOU 
HAD SHOWS RIGHT? 

No not at the beginning it took me like eight 
months until I had shows. At the first location 
which was in Westwood I had a few shows then 
after that I moved to a different location which I 
had problems with the landlord and a few months 
later I started doing shows again at the current 
location of the store on Melrose.
